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17. DESCRIBE IN SEQUENCE HOW ACCIDENT HAPPENED:

On December 1, 2007, on Taylor Energy Company LLC"s OCS-G 15459, Mississippi Canyon
(MC) Block 21 B SIMBA Platform, a galley hand was injured when a shower door fell and
struck him in the shoulder area while he was cleaning the shower floor, as a result
of human error. The Injured Person (IP) was evacuated to shore to be seen by a
physician. IP was released to restricted duty for 4 to 5 days.

Sequence of Events:
While cleaning shower floor, a galley hand bumped a shower door and it came loose
from the unit, fell and struck him in the shoulder area. He was evacuated to shore

where he saw a physician in Bay St. Louis, MS. X-rays were taken. Physician released
him to Modified duty. No use of arm for 4-5 days time.
